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First Shipload of British 
War Brides Reaches U. S.: 
450 Women, 175 Children

New York, Feb. 4 —(/PV—Storni- 
tossed and tired, but radiant with 
anticipation ,the first 
group 
of 
"British brides" — English women 
who married American 
soldiers 
during the war — reached New 
York today on the army transport. 
Argentina, after a nine-day night- 
marish voyage across the 
North 


Atlantic. 


A total of 451 women and 175 
children were aboard 
the 
ship 


which 
docked shortly 
before 
7 
a. m. 


The wives ranged in age from 


Mrs. Ben F. Butler. 16, "to Mrs. 
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Harold N. Cooper, 4t. 


With her 13-months-old daughter, 


Mrs. Butler was en route to Roa- 
noke Rapids. N. C. Mrs. Cooper 
and her daughter. 17, by a pre 
vious marriage, and son, 15 months 
by the present one, was rejoining 
her husband in Manhattan Beach, 
Calif. 
Thirty of the women were ex- 


pectant mothers. 
Three literally risked their lives 


to make the voyage. They were in 
advanced stages of pregnancy, and 
when the Argentina 
encountered 


the first of several record-break- 
ing storms, they were confined to 
Ihe ship's hospital under constanl 
observation by army doctors and 
nurses. 
The brides came from England, 


Ireland, Scotland, Wales and Mai- 
la. They were deslined for homes 
in 44 different slales.

women and children

crisis which may be "the

may be averted. 


The cuts in American consump- 


tion will take these forms: 


1. Millers will be required to 


convert a larger portion of each 
bushel of wheat into flour.

tasty and less suitable for cakes, 
pies and other pastries. But it will 
take fewer bushels of wheat 
lo 


meet American bread and pastry 
needs. 


'i. The use of wheat in making 


whisky and beer svill be forbidden. 
Also the use of other grains for 
these beverages will be reduced. 
There was no immediate indica- 
tion what effect this will have on 
current supplies.

livestock. Mr. Truman directed the

meats and poultry larger 
in

ahead than if farmers could fol- 
low their present practice of hold- 
ing animals until they had been 
fattened.

Meal 
production then can be increased 
again only

A 
poor crop season would prevent 
rc-expansiou of livestock produc- 
tion until the next good feed crop. 


In his statement, Mr. Truman' 


called on stores and other distrib- 
utors lo begin informal rationing 
of food that may become scarce.

627 planes. 


In addition, Forrestal said, 
the 


navy will retain 18 more carriers, 
02 escort carriers and seven bat- 
tleships in ils ready reserve fleet. 
The balance of the wartime force 
will be placed in the navy's 
so- 


called "laid-up" reserve fleet. 


"If at any lime world conditions 


require an increase'in the 
naval 


strength of the United Stales, ves- 
sels can be withdrawn from 
the 


reserve fleets and added to 
the 


active fleet," Forrestal said. 


"The nation, therefore, will 
be 


able, if it is willing to do so, to 
'.eep its naval strength in realistic 
relation to its international com- 
mitments. 


"America's ability to win 
wars ! 
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passes the seas and the skies above 
them. 


"Control of those seas and skies 


i.s the responsibility of a modern 
sea-air navy." 


The secretary added that naval 


power is the "key to our security 
and to our ability to reach out any- 
where in the world lo help stop ag- 
gression." 


Forrestal outlined the mission of 


U. S. armed forces during the im- 
mediate postwar future as: 


1. Enforcing the terms of peace 


on our enemies. 


2. Fulfilling our military com- 


mitments under the United'Nations 
organization. 


3. Collaborating 
in 
preserving 


the integrity of the western hemis- 
phere. 


4. Providing for the security of 


the United States. 


In all these activities, Forreslal 


said, the navy will have a vital 
part. He added that as of Dec. 1,

Hess Planned 
to Unseat 
Churchill 


Nuernberg, Feb. 7 —(/P)— 
The 


British government disclosed to the 
international military tribunal to- 
day that Rudolf Hess flew to Scot- 
land in 1941 with.proposals to un- 
seat the Churchill government and 
make peace with a new cabinet 
which, would ,assur ethe Nazis 
a 
ee hand, in Europe. 


Hess, a. scarecrow figure in a

his 
lands on the prisoner's .dock rait 
as a British army officer demande 
his punishment, as one of the -22 
Nazi defendants here. 


Opening the individual prosecu- 


tion case against the. former No. 3 
Nazis, the British presented reports 
of interrogations of Hess that were 
recorded after he parachuted onto 
a farm near Glasgow May 10, 1941. 
In these reports Hess declared he 
had come to convince Britons that 
"Hitler would sincerely regret the 
collaspe of the. British Empire" 
and that they should make peace 
before it was too late. 


He sought to show the British 


that "avaricious Americans" had 
evil designs on the

poated in the United States."
